Speed: Impossible to judga. At times appeared to be standing still. Never any rapid 
movement; Bewerets sources judge that if the objects nera much mre than fourteen miles 
distant, eves if tho objects moved at several hundred miles per hour they would hardly have 
noticed the movement. 


Sound: None. 


Maneuver: Vhen tho first two objects were sighted they were slowly moving ia opposite 
directions. Ons was about as far ubove the other object as the length of ons of the objects, 
and ebout ons hulf the length of one of the objects apart. Ons object then appeared to 
stop its forward motion and slowly turned completaly end over end, at one point being in 2 
vertical position. On completing the turn the object resuned its forward motion in the sass 
diredtion as the other object. In this end over end iansuver the leading end went up. 
Odject #3 was observed in this peculiar movament = the object stopped the forward movement,

* tensed by Air Force planes from tha Muroc Air Porce Dase. The strange jansuvers of tha 
mleeves could have been canced oy an upward turn of the tow pl - If not a sleeve, it is 
believed possible that what sources saw was an opticnl Lllusion or daylight vereioa of the 
phonowera called aurore borealis. The interviewing officer doos not believe this sightiag 
is worth investigating. Since the interviewing officer had no nay judging the worth of the 
report until sources were interviewed, and since it 13 not up to the Intarvientug officer to 
Cciscount any report as being worthless, it was written up for whatever it may by wor
